I n January 1 983. the Secretary of Defense chartered 
the Defea’^e Intellijjence College and identified it as a 
professional educational and research institution 
under the management of the Director. Defense 
Intelligence Agency. It shall conduct programs of 
instruction designed to enhance the professionalism of 
intelligence personnel. A research mission in support 
of postgraduate (*ducationai programs has been 
introduced and is growing along with distinguished 
speaker and conference programs. 

The College located at Bolling Air Force Base 
offers the country’s only fully recognized Master’s 
Degree in Strategic Intelligence and also awards 
certificates for educational programs at the graduate 
and undergraduate levels. Students represent all the 
military Services, Federal agencies, and allied foreign 
governments. 

Fourfold Mission 

1. A.««ist in the career development and training of 
military and civilian personnel assigned to 
intelligence functions; 

2. Conduct academic research on topics of 
significance to present and future intelligence 
missions; 

3. Prepare DoD military and civilian personnel for 
duty in the Defense Attache System; 

4. Prepare DoD military and civilian personnel for 
command, staff, and policymaking positions in 
national and inurnational security activities. 

I This mission requires the College to identify, 
develop, conduct and evaluate the academic and 
professional educational needs of the intelligence 
community. 

In the development of its resident programs and 
courses, and in the operation of its academic 
programs, the College emphasizes the necessity of 
keeping education current with rapid developments in 
economic, .swial, polKical. military and technological 
matters which might affect national security issued 


The Defense Intelligence Collej^ is a national 
resource which contributes significantly to the 
security of America. Members of the Defense 
Intelligence College Foundation are dedicated to 
ensuring that the College’s educational resources are 
kept at the very highest level. 

The Foundation was incorfwratefl in the District of 
Columbia in 1985. It is tax-exempt under Section 
501(cX3) of the Internal Revenue Service Code. 1 1 is not

The Foundation is the only private organ izatbn 
which has been established purposely to assist the 
^fense Intelligence College. Financial support is 
limited to those areas where government funds are not 
available It will provide financial aid for educational 
enrichment projects at the Defense Intelligence 
College These projects include s(X)nsoring lecture and 
seminar series, professional studies conferences, 
publication of scholarly monographs, awards for 
student papers, a Professorship and other specific 
projects. Also, the Foundation will be involved in the 
donation of gifts in kind or the purchase of memoirs, 
peranal papers, rare books, paintings, letters, 
artifacts, memorabilia and other material suitable for 
use at the College. 

A ^ard of Directors made up of interested 
Ammeans from a variety of professions oversees the 
affurs of the Foundation and passes on each of the 
projects supported. All are volunteers and receive no 
oompensation for their services as directors.
